Thenthe Lord fpeaketh againe , but by his creatures, op.

At the third Chapter ; Behold , A new Sczne of trou- 
ble beginneth, The word of the Lord came vnto Jonah the 
ſecond time ; ſaying, Ariſe , Goe vnto Nineveh that great 
Citie, and Preach vnto it, the preaching that I bid thee. 
Here Jonah anſweres like an obedient feruant , confors 


ming his practiſe to the Lords command, 
Bur ſoone after ( his Mcſſage, according to the tenour 


thereof,not taking «tfe&Yhe ſhowes his diſcontented minde; 
and the ſame expreſſed in angry tearmes, inwardly concei- 


ved, by way of cxpoltulation, in the beginning of the 
fourth Chapter. 

Then the Lordenters parley with /oneh, after a friendly 
manner , Doeſt thon well tobe angry ? the Lord replies vpon 
Tozah by a loving ſgne, and the Lord prepared a gourd, &c, 
and thereof [onah was exceeding glad. : 

But now, lrerum ſeuiunt ire 3 Angerbreakes out againe : 
The gourd withers , /onah frets ; the Lord ſpeakes, [onah 
anſweres ; the one friendly as before, the other frowardly : 
Ionah, Doeſt thou weft to be angry? yea faith Jenah , 1 dos 
well ro bee angry, even vnto death. The next words con- 
clude the prophefie and whole diſputation dirc&ly againſt 
Tonab : And thus rnay be conceived the frame. and truure 


of the whole Booke. 


This Text 1sa platne part of the Dialogue, difputation, 


conteſtation , or contention ( which you will); and herein 


more particularly are obſerucable , the parties contending, 
the Lord and [onab : the manner how the contention or 
controverfie is carryed , and it is by word, or ſaying : God 
ſaid to onah, and againe onsh ſaid to God. 

The matter in queſtion is expreſled inthe word , angry, 
and therein I ſhall ſpeake of anger ſomewhat largely : the 
queſtion in ſpeciall,is concerning Tonah bis anger, and therein 
I ſhall deale more ſtrifly. And thus far on the Lords part.

The anſwere of Jonab hath likewiſe in it theſe three ſpeci- 


alties, anſwerable to the three parts'of the former Quere, 
which may eaſily bee apprehended in the queſtion by the 
Lord, ſpecially directed to Jonah. 

Firſt, here is a ſimple affirmation on /onab's part, the 
Lords queſtion firſt implying thus much , /onab, art thou 
angry ? yea, ſaith Jonah, Izm angry : Sccondly, a perempe 
tory affirmation or iuſtification , Doeſt thou well to be angry 
Jonah ? yea, 1 doe well to be angry, Thirdly, a deepe aggrava- 


tion, DoeFt thou well to be angry for the yourd? yea, I det 
well tobe angry wnto death, 


The firſt Circumſtance. 


The parties contending are the Lord, and Jonah. Impar 
congreſſus , a moſt vnequall match : and yet Jonah fatre the 


weaker, hath alſo the weaker cauſe in hand. 

T « domine fandefis celss, Thou Lord in the beginning haft 
eſtabliſhed the heavens, and laide the foundation of the 
earth, and formed the ſpirit of man within him. Great is 
our God, and greatis his power, his wiſedeme is infinite. 

Now looke ypon Imwah, and who or what is he ? at the 
beſt, but a weake and mortall creature, a man borne of & 
woman, of few dayes and full of miſery 5 hee commeth vp 
and is cut down like a lower, he fleeth as a ſhadow and abi- 
deth not. And doeſt thou open thine eyes vpon ſuch an one, 
bring ſuch one+1mto judgement with rhee , ſaith Job in the 
:;ame place ? Here is inftruQtion for all-in places of Supe- 
riority ; let them learne from this oneexample of the Lord 
here , how tocarrythemſclues towards their inferiours. 


Doth the Lord youchſafe to reaſon with Jonah, and give 


him account of his doings? who then arr thou that docft 
ſwell againſt thy brother, and ditdaineſtto anſyere thy fel- 
low-ſcruant ? 

Drop downe yee heavens from above, and let the $kies 
powre downe rightcouſneſſe, Woe beto him thar ſiriverh 
with his maker. For wee may not (earch into the Lords 
counſell, further then he hath revealed (it is farremore dan- 
gerous then to meddle in mans matters ) but there admire 
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4 lonah's Conſtellation, about his Gonrd. 


where he hath concealed, Howbeit, we ſee (to the ſhame of 
Qur pride and ſcorne of our havghtie ftomackes) the Lord 
fall often doth not refuſe to commit himſelfe to the try all ; 
the Tudge to be iudged by vs his vaſfals : Therefore hath he 
appointed a day wherein he will 1udge the world 1n righte. 
ouſnefe ; and the conſciences of wicked men, who refule his 
iudgements now , ſhall bemade to acknowledge his iuftice 
then. Thus ſpeakesthe Apoſtle : and he alleadgeth it out of 
the Plalmes, that chou might-ſt be ialtified in thy fayings, 
and qyercome when thou art-iudged. 

Let then all petty gods, take example from this great 
God, whether they be Kings or Rulers, or Magiſtrates, or 
Officers, or Maſters , or Fathers of Families; fince God 
isequall towards vs, (and that the heavens will one day de- 
clare) let vs learne equitie and faire dealing one rowards 
another. This leſſon had Iob learnt Chap. 3. 13. If I did 
deſpiſe the cauſe of Man-ſeruant , or Maide-ſeruant when 
they contended with mee, what ſball I doe when God r1- 
ſeth vp? and when hee viſiteth , what ſhall I anſwere him ? 

Thus ſhall we walke.worthy the title of Gods ; otherwiſe, 
breake the teeth of the vngodly and malicious, ſmite out 
the Iaw-bones of the Lyons, O Lord. 

For ſuch, who walke not according to this rule, retaine 
ne longer the image of their Maker ; but are degenerated 
into Lyons, Beares, Tygets, evening Woolucs.,, and fo are 
they called in Scripture. ' 


The ſecond Circumflance. 


Here the queſtion 1s, how the ſaying came to lonabr, 
againe how /onah ſpake tothe Lord, Was it facie ad faciew, 
face to face? not ſo. It was a Priviledge of ſer alone, Exod. 
12, That the Lord would ſpeake to him face to face , and 
this but in a figure too ; there being intended-thereby , bur 
only a more familiar kinde of prefence or dealing with 
eYoſes , then wich any other the Prophets , vntill Chriſt 
came: for when Moſes defired to ſee the glory of God, and 
his yery countenance, it was permitted ro him only, to haue 
a ſight of his Backe-parts while his glory paſſed hy hs

being a received truth : That no man can ſee God and live, 
I meane the life of Nature ; more then che waxe can indure 
the heate of the fire without melting, 

And for this cauſe, neyther was it the voyce of the Lord 
proceeding immediately frem his ſpiric,which ſpake to Jonah 
here, or to any of his Prophets elſewhere : Foras no man 
hath ſeene his ſhape,ſo neyther hath any man heard his yoyce 
at any time,as ſayth our Saviour, /oh. 5. 37. | 

The voyce of the Lord (ſayth David) is powerfull, the 
voyce of the Lord is full of maieſtie,8&c, but in his Temple 
doth everic man ſpeake of his glory. And truly,vnlefſe wee 
fir take comfort in hearing the Lords voyce inhis Temple, 
and that by the Miniſtery of mandaily delivered, wee ſhall 
take little pleaſure in hearing the Lords owne yoyce which 
ſhall ſhake both heaven and earth,much more the conſctences 
of all ſianers , when he ſhall ſhow himſelfe in farre more 
dreadfull manner then once he did vpon Mount Sinai. 

But how came the yoyce to lonav? I have ſhowen you 
negatively how net; was it then in audible manner from 
without ? audible or rather intelligible it was to /znab, bur 
11 ſecret and from within , like that ſtill ſmall voyce that 
came to Eliah. The Lord ſpake vnto /ob, but out of the 
whirle-winde , and 7oþ therewith-grew humbled , before a 
man moſt daring. | 

And Ithinke, had there to this voyce, in what kinde ſoe- 
ver-it came to 7onah, beene ioyned , but ſome powerfull 
ſigne of the Lords preſence , Jonab durft not then have, 
carryed himſclfe ſo petulantly y if the Lord had ſpoken to: 
him ; whither out of the whirlewinde, as to /oþ; or out of 
the flaming buſh,as to AZoſes; or out. of the ſtorme, as to 
Eliah ; or in a more excelling viſion as vnto Damnzet, as vnto 
John. Rev. 1, Hedurſt not then have replyed as he doeth, 
much lefle ( if, as he is, in his owne incffable exiſtency had 
God ſpoken) durſt he once to have muttered; - 

It ts true , the Lord doeth ſometimes ſpeake audibly , 
ſtriking the outward fenſe of man ; as by the Trumpet which 


called vnto John, Revel. 4. | 
Againe, ſometimes hee hath revealed MnrRE

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bath done it inthele words; God who did in times palt at di-

Eliſha the Prophet. 2. Kings 6.17, and to Par. eAdtes 
the 9. 3. 

Sometimes againe, and that very vſually ynder the time 
of the old Law, he hath revealed his will co the fantaſie , or 
imagination, and that by a dreame in the night. 

Laſtly, and that moſt ſpecially, and moſt inwardly, of all 
hath the Lord made knowen his purpoſe to the minde of 
man z his intelle&ive or vnderſtanding part , as the moſt 
efſentiall-part of man, and moſt capable of Divine revelati- 


- on. But this laſt hath not happened alwayes after one kinde 


and manner, but ſometimes after a more abſtrating and 
raviſhing ſort; the man for the preſent being ſo diſpoſed, that 
hee knowes not whether his ſpirit bee in or out of his body, 
at the leſtwiſe, the ſpirit being for the time deprived, the vie 
of any the ſenſes, that it may attend the better to heavenly 
v1f10ns, 

Thus was Ezekgel carryed out of himſclfe into the val- 
ley of dry bones, Paul intothe third heavens, thus tell Peter 
into his trance. 

"Sometimes againe (to come to thequeſtſon in hand) and 
this moſt commonly to his Sernants the Prophets , the 
Lord hath given hisword or his figne by a ſecret inſtin& or 
inſpiration. 

Thus was the manner of olde , and that thus it was with 
Tonab in this place may appeare by the context , in compa- 
ring this ſpeech w.iththe precedent verſe, where is ſet downe 
thar Jonah fainting , wiſhed.in himſelfe to die, and (aid , It 
was better for him todie then live. 

This wiſh or ſpeech of Jonah was ſecret within hitmlelfe, 
no care heard it butthe Lord, and fo the Lord in ſecret a- 
gaine doth anſwerhim, and hee againe anſwers tothe Lord. 
The Lord ſaide to Ionah, and Jonah (aide to the Lord : the 


manner and carriage-of which ſaying, and: interchange of 


ſpeech, as itwas ſecretand (lent, fo no thoughts could vn- 
derſtand burthe heart of [onab,and the Lord only.

whithe:r by ſcruants 1n the houſe, or him that hath made the 
houſe and is heire of all. Some there be who ſay, O that 
we had lived inthe daics of the Prophets, or the Prophets 
now in our daics, for then ſhould we be vifited with new re- 
velations and viſions from the Lord. 

Hence ſpring vp, almoſt in all ages, thoſe Anabaptiſticall 
ſpirits pretending daily, new revelations, but inſpired from 
hell, toleade away vnſtable ſoules , which will not content 


themſelues with the ſound doarine of the Goſpel, delive- 


redby Chriſt Iefus the only Sonne of God, 


... To this end alfo have the Minifters of Antichriſt deviſed | 


new traditions and vnwritten veritics to feed the humour of 
ſuch men, that thzy all might bee damned ſaith Saint Paul, 
who belceve not the truth, but have pleaſure in vnrighteoul- 
nefle : in his ſecond Epiſtle tothe Theffalonians. = 

O remember the ſaying before , that God ſpake divers 
times and diverfly to the Fathers , the Prophets ; none of 
them, forthe time, being able todeliver an abſolute forme 
of doctrine, but as expefting daily ſomethings yet to bee 
added , they waited for farther revelations or inſpirations 
from above. 

And fhall we expe& that docrine, which they left imper- 
feR,ro be made vp,or perfeRed, by the giddy ſpirits or fart- 
ous phantaſes, of ſuch who come like the old Prophets; I 
havedreamed,l have dreamed 2?- 

O no, God hath ſpoken to vs in theſe laſt dayes by his 
Sonne, the heyre of all, who came out of his Fathers bo. 
{ome,and therefore hath revealed his whole will concerning 
our ſalvation and the meansthereof;andthe fimeto remaine 
without any addirion,alteration,or change,to the end of the 
world:he hath alſofealed the fame by the witnefle of his (pirit 
in the hearts of all beleeyers, ſ@ that we may ſay with Peter, 
whether ſhall we goe from thee 7 for thou haſt the word of

but doe accompany the ſoule, and are inherent in the ſame 
after, as without the expreſsion of which two there can bee 
no happineſſe ; a cleare cuidence that both the ſoule was the 
prime moover while it dwelt in the body, ſo that it doth re- 
raine the ſame power and thatiin a more noble kinde, when 
it is without the body. | 

I acde this moreover, that it ariſeth from ſome ſuppoſed 
evill, For there is not alwayes a reall and ſubſiſting cauſe of 
our anger. The Pope was angry tor his Peacocke, the Pope 
was angry for his Porke, and wee are often angry with our 
yery ſhadowes. 

And laſtly Tay, ioyned with an appetite of retenge, and 
therefore wee ſee commonly at the firſt apprehenſion of any 
wrong, that the blood doeth receyle vnto the heart, and by 
and by into the face ; as a Blood-hound or Maſliffe, to flie 
znto the face of the inturer. 

Among all the paſsions, by God planted in the nature of 
wan, there is none more violent then that of anger; and for 
this cauſe truely, becauſe wee are by nature more impatient 
of cuil!, then we are coucting of good, made ſenſelefle fome- 
times through the cloying excefle of preſent delights, but 
toaquicke and (enfible enough, cuen of the leaſt ſuppoſed 
euill, where againſt anger doeth chicfely bend its force. 

It is nourithed with rhe moſt bitter kumour ; a bagge of 
gall hath angers food,it feedeth on the ſame with greedines, 
yet without all delight, and thirſteth after humane blood. 

It is a Serpent that eateth out her owne bowels z a wilde 
beaſt that (corneth to bee tamed ; a (acke full of poiſon, a 
fire pent yp within the bones g a flame when it breaketh out 
to conſume others. 

It is a fickenetle of the Soule, a Frenzy , a Fury , 2 

. Madneſle, | 
ava Or 
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Ora tument ira, mgreſcunt ſanguine ven : 
Lumina Gorgonia j4Vinu angue micant. 


The lips ſwell, the blood turnes blacke within the veines ; 
The eyes more firie red, thenare Gorgontan Snakes. 

What, have not Poets and heathen Moraliſts, written in 
the reproach and diſpraiſe of anger ? Let him that 1s angry, 
beforc hee ſtrike his fellow, behold his owne countenance in. 
theglaſſe, and then let him beate his anger firſt, which hath 
thus transformed and disfigured him. 

Notwithſtanding, hee who hath placed the ſand a bound 
for the ſea, that intraRtible and foming Element, who hath 
taught the Vnicorne to abide by his crib; hee doeth nurture 
Beares, and reach young Lyons to ſeeke vnto him for their 
prey 3; Woolues, and Badgers, are his obedient ſlaues, 

Yea the poiſon of Aſpes, Scorpions, and Toades, are tem-- 
pered by his great hand, to'the common good of the gene- 
rail body; his hard hath alſo tempered the paſsion of anger, 
to the good of the leſſer bady man=-kinde. 

I hold not with the Stoickes, who hold a vacuitie of paſsi- 
ons; Chriſt our righteouſfnes was angry,ſometimes when he 
lived ypon carth, as alſo he wanted not any other the affeRi- 
ons, gricfc, 10y, &c. ; 

In heaven there ſhall bee perfe peace, and toy without 
interruption z and I ſee there no cauſe of anger. As the in- 
trailes therefore of the beaſts vnder the Law, were exempted 
from the ſacrifice : ſo the ſpleene and gall of our natures, 
which ſerue here onely to feed our malecontented paſsions, 
ſhall be exempted, it may bee, or left at the bottome of the 
hill; when wee aſcend that holy Mount, which reacheth a- 
bore the cleudes, and the Citie which is the mother of 
VS all. 

But in the terrene condition of ours, ſo throughly ſea- 
ioned with evils, the onely true obicRs of anger; God hath 
ſcated ir among the other aff:&ions of the minde, as not 
onely vicfu!l, but neceſſary in this life; and it is that to the 
foule, which the Nerue isto the body, a whetſtone of for- 
titude, a ſpurre to vertue, and honourable aRions. .. 


Amonde - 
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Among all the other parts therefore, before mentioned in 
angers deſcriprion, let vs rake into a little further view, the 
obieQ whereupon it 1s bent, and concerning which it is tobe 
dircR&ed. 437, 

The onely obieR of anger is evill, whether reall, or ap. 
parant, but moſt truely recall; and therefore Tonah here was 
much miſtaken,in that he made God the obic& of his anger, 
who is goodnefle it ſelfe. : 

Ochers have divided anger according to the obic&s, in. 
to anger inhumane, as to be ſavage againſt kinde and kin- 
dred ; madde, as that of Balaapss, to be angry with his Aſſe 
ſenſelefle ; as thar of Xerxes, to bee angry with the Moug-« 
raine ethos, to be angry with the River Helleſpont, 

I affirme, that evill is the onely obic& of anger, and is in 
our {clues or others. 

Firſt for our ſelues, for there is a time, when wee ought to 
be avgry with ourſclues. 

An old man there was once heard chiding, hee wasasked 
wich whom? with a certaine old man quoth he,who weareth 
gray-haires, but wanteth vnderſtanding. And ſo Plato vp- 
on 4 time, went in haſtto beate his ſeruant, and raking the 
ſcourge of correaion in his hand, hee ftood ſtill fora good 
ſpace, with his hand lifted vp,and inthe end fpake thus; exige 
p2nas ab irate, I chaſtiſe quoth he, my owne anger. 

| Thus anger rightly beſtowed againſt our (clues, the A- 
poſtle doeth commend in the 7. Chap. the 2. Epiſtle to the 
{ormthians, as a noble branch of repentance, or godly ſor- 
row. For the (ame, that yee forrowed after a godly ſorrow, 
ſaith hee, (among other fruites) what indignation or anger 
hath it wrovght? Yea what revenge ? What anger will you 
ſay 2 Why, be angry faith Saint Baſil, againſt your finnes, 
the divel!l, les, vaniries, your ſclues. 

What revenge ? Be revenged vpon your finnes, the divell 
lies, vanities, your (clues. 

Oh, when will the edge of our anger, of our revenge bee 
turned this wayes { This 1s a noble anger, to be angry with 
what God is argry 3 a worthy revenge, when vertue doerh 
chaſtiſe vice. Behold ſaith the Apoſtle, hee Tpeakes it with 
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ari Ecce,the ſame that ye forrowed as ye ought, what anger ? 
what revenge, &c. This is a viory moſt acceptable vnto 
God, and ſhall be crowned of hin, with a crowne of glory. 
There is a time alſo, wherein wee may be angry with our 
| brethren, but with greater caution ought this.to bee tem- 
ered, 
4 For we are but ſeldome angry with our fclues; but often 
with our brethren ; but a very little angry with our felues; 
yery much with our brethren, making that to be but a mote 
in our owne eyes, which 15 a beame in our brothers. 

The Apoſtle hath a very apt, and wholefome admonition | 
to this purpoſe, in the firſt verſe of his fourth Chapter to the bs 
Galatians , each word containing a ſecret argument to in- | 

WE: --4 nocent anger : Brethren, if a man be overtaken with a fault, 
j yee which are ſpirituall, reſtore ſuch an one in the ſpirit 
of meekenefle , conſidering thy ſelfe, leaſt thou alſo bee 
[4 tempted, 
1 | More ſpecially, in our anger to others, obferue wee theſe 
two, the manner, the meaſure : for the manner, walke ac-_ 
cording tothe old rule well knowne, little practiſed ; hate 
the offence, love the perſon, | | 
How can this bee ? I anſwere, how 1s the father angry 
with his childe ? Even fo, that though hee chaſtiſe the fault, 
=_ he loveth the childe z fo be angry with thy brother, that yet 
g.- thou be in charitie with him. 
[3 . This 1s an hard leſſon, may ſome ſay, both to hate, and 
love, at the ſame time :-but 1n other matters of l:fſe waight, 
—_ thou knoweſt wiſely enough, how to diſtinguiſh, 
| For if thou have a garment that is beſpotted,thou knoweſt 
how totake out the ſpot from thy garment, not toreic& 
| the garment for the {pot : even ſo take out the moth that is 
| in thy brothers eye, but preſcrue and doe not deſtroy the 
£1 eye, becauſe of the mote in the eye. 
| So for the meaſure of our anger, I ſhall not neede in many 


words to preſcribe. 
It was prohibited to the Tewes, in correion to their bre- 


thren, that they ſhould not exceede the number of fortie | 
{tripes z wee being for the moſt part in cales of private. 
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revenge culpable of that which was obicRed againſt the 1[- 
raclites by the Prophet Obed , in their dealing againſt their 
brethren of Indah , ynder the raigne of Ahax, viz. that they 
perſecuted them with a rage that reached vp vnto heaven. 

Our Saviour 1n the 5. of Saint Mathew doth mention 
three degrees(beſides aQuall murder, which is to bee puni- 
ſhed with death by mans law) of vnlawfull anger. 

The firſt in thought, he that is angry with his brother, the 
ſecond in geſture or ligne, hee that ſaicth to his brother Ra- 
cha, which word ſignifies anger, and in the ſpeech of our Sa» 
viour doth forbid all ſignification of our anger to our bre- 
thren, etther 1n looke or countenance, or by any other {igne 
or geſture. 

The third fort of vnlawfull anger there mentioned, 1s ex- 
preſled by word, or tongue; hee that ſaith thou foole, or 
gives any other reproachfull prouoking termes, or ſpeeches 
to his brother. 

The whole text runnes thus , Whoſoever is angry with 
his brother without a cauſe , ſhall be in danger of the Cour- 
ſel] z but whoſoeuer fhall ſay , Thou foole , ſhall be in dan- 
ger of hell fire, | 

Then beware of offending inthe firſt kinde, being angry 
inthy ſecret thought againſt thy brethren , take heede more 
eſpecially, it be not manifcſted by ſome outward ſigne, take 
heede moſt of all theſe, it breake not out into intemperate 
language. 

It thou feare not the Iudgement , feare an aflembly , or 
connſell; if you feare not the counſell, ſtand in awe and 
tremble at hell fire. | 

But heere now a very neceſſary queſtion doth. ariſe If an- 
ger be ſo ſtriatly forbidden as we ſee; what courſe or re- 
medie is then left vnto vs in all iuſt provocations of wrath , 
and concerning the manifold iniuries;, which are daily offe- 
red to our perſons, how are we to behave our ſejues ? 

A cueſtion truly well worthy to bee dilcuſſed,, and the 
fame very apt and pertinent tothe Treatiſe of Anger, 


WhereforeI aniwere , that we ought at all times abſtaine. 


from anger, even to_ our very thoughts, faving In the 
Tidhs 
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4 Tonah's Conſtel/ation, about his Gonrd. 
manner asis before ſpoken to be angry with the finne, not 
with the perſon. 

Howbeit, we are not debarred the vie of lawfull courſes, 
in the remedying of wrongs, and preventing further dam- 
mages, when weare luſtly rhercunto provoked , and can- 
not otherwiſe maintaine peace, | 

But wile thou know wherein ? tread not the path of re. 
venge , and goe not in the way which thy intemperate an- 
ger would leade thee : Bur tollow the counſell of thy bleſ. 
{ed Saviour ; whoſe words in this cauſe are ſo plaine; I 
wonder any man ſhould miſtake , whoſe aduiſe is ſo whole- 
ſome , I wonder all men doe not more regard it. e.7/atth, 
18. 15, Theſe be hiswords , If thy brother fhall treſpaſſe 
againſt thee , goe and tell him of his fanlt betweene thee 
and him alone, if hee ſhall heare thee , thou haſt gained 
thy brother ; but if he will not heare thee, then take with 
thee one or two more; that in the mouth of two or three 
witneſſes, every word may be eſtabliſhed ; and if hee ſhall 
negle& them , tell itvnto the Church , bur if he negle& the 
Church let him bee vnto thee as an Heathen man or Pub- 
l1can. | = 

Where you ſee, all meanes by Chriſtians lawfull to bee 
vſcd , to be expreſſed by our Saviour; the firſt private, the 
ſecond more open , the third moſt publike ; all friendly, but 
if all will not ſerue, he1sno longer to be cſteemed asa friend, 
with whom we are to deale, 

The two firkt are well knowne, buthow little vied; there- 
fore the right vie of the laſt is vnknowne or moſt abuſed : 
By which laſt ; the Church, I doe ynderſtand; ſuch as are 
deputed in the ſtead of Chrilt for well ordering cauſes, cal- 
led by ſome the Church repreſentiue. 

For our Saviour here ſpeakes from the manner of the 
Iewes Common-wealth, who had Elders in every Citie, the 
firſt beginning whereot was from /erthro , whole office was 
to heare and iudge of controverſies, and end ſuits in law 2 
Anſwerable whereto in our Common-wealth (comparable, 
I thinke I may boldly ſay to that of theirs, and inferiour at 
this day to no other , for matters of Policic and Church- 
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government, if as truly executed)for Eccleſfiaſticall matters, 


are the ſpiricualitic , and (uch as ſtudy the Civill lawes: in 


matters temporall, the Magiſtrate, and they who ſtudicthe 
Common lawes, tor the maintenance of outward peace, 

and cranquillitie, in this our Church and Common-wealth, 
Let this be the Church then 1n this ſence ; Tell the Church, 

(not a Presbyterie compaRted of 1 know not who, as the 
Reformiſts of our time would) the Governours in this our 
Church and Kingdome, appointed for the ourward preſerva. 
tion of peace and tranquillitic. 

And this is the way, the order; every man oupht to vſe in 
particular , to worke his peace and agreement with his ad- 
uerſiry. 

Not firſt to runne to the Church, to tell the Church , as 


the vſuall manner now adaics 1s; falling at firſt to ſuits in 


law, open contentious, branglings and ianglings in Courts 
Ecclefiaſticall and Temporall , whereof their is no end; God 
juſtly puniſhing contentions winds, becauſe they love not 
peace, with diſſentions, all the daics of their lifes, 

But this is the courſe we ought tovſe, if we meane tobe 
dire&ted by Chriſt ns aduiſe and counſell. 

| Firſt, goe to thy brother, and admoniſh him of his fault 
betweene thy ſelfe and him alone in friendly manner, What 
hurt can come vnto thee by doing ſo ? for if thou gaine him 
to a better minde, then bleſſed ſhale thou be of the Lord, and 
he will alſo blefſe God for thee , this is to loye thine enemic 
according to the perfcE rule of charitie.. 

If he regard not this, then take with thee one or two 
more according to the rule in the ſecond place preſcribed ; 
thou haſt caſt him before God, ſo before men alſo ; if here- 
by he proove not bettered ; chou th y ſelfe thus bridling thine 
anger, haſt freed thy owne ſoule from the danger of Iudge- 
ment, and Counſell , and haſt brought him within the com- 
paſl: of both, thar God in due time may revenge as a 
Indge, & men may witneſſe his iuſtice againſt thy aduerſary. 

But laſtly, continuing ſtil} obſtinate to bee thine enemie 
without a cauſe , thou mayeſt then complaine to the Church 


of: him, Dis Eccleſia; Tell the Church of him , bring him 
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tothe Bench, or to the Batre before the Iudge, whether Spi- 
ricuall or Temporall; that he may bee openly convicted in 
Law, andthenif Ril{ hee remaine refraRory , let him be 
to thee as an Heathen or Publican, as a man excommuni- 
cate. 

Thus it ought to be my brethren , this is the right order 
of proceeding ; Peace be vpon them and vpon the Iſrael of 
God , peace ſhall be ypon them, and ypon the Iſrael of 
God, who walke according to this rule. 

But what ſhall I ay , the caſe being farre otherwiſe ? I 
wil! take vp my complaint with the Prophet /ſai«b : ludge- 
ment 1s farre from vs, neither doth iuſtice overtake vs , wee 
waight for light, but behold obſcurtie ; for brightnefle, but 
we walke 1n darkeneſle, 

We roare all like Beates, and mourne hike Doues; Citic 
and Countrey cry out for Iuſtice, Iuitice ; Citie nor Coun- 
trey doetake the right courſe , proceeding in that order our 
Saviour hath left ys , therefore are many overthrowne in a 
rightfull cauſe, = 

Hence {prings that generall clamour againſt Lawyers, 
(which howſoever God will not overpaſke, and a fearefull 
woe there is belonging to the vyniuſt nouriſhers of debate ; 
tothce alſodoe I ſay , whoſe office it is to determine con- 
troverſies, if thou hold them longer in ſuſpence , it thou 
perverteſt the cauſe in iudgement,, howſoever God may 
vie theeasan inſtrument, to vexe the contentious and trou- 
bieſome ſpirits of ſome , yet thisthy rapine and coyetoul- 
ncfle, thallinthe end finke thee lower into hell), 

YetI am perſwaded many ſhould have more happy ſuc. 
ceſl2 in their ſuits, ifthey did noc begin in ſo rough manner 
at the firſt, But as I have ſhewed; or if it ſucceede well 
cnough with them for the preſent , yet it ſhall increaſe their 
iudgement with God, to a greater meaſure afterward. 

The menof this age, if they ſuſtaine the leaſt wrong , 
breath out nothing bur law, law ; whereas they ought tore 
member that the right vſc of the law is never ſeparated from 
charitie, andto fall to open pleadings, before priuate ad- 
moniti9ns , in Gods ſight is a plaine breach of the ſixr com- 
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mandement whereby fuch an one doth ſhew his hatred to 
his brother, | 

Let vs'vſe al} courſes before we fall to Law: courſes, for 
this is the laſt meane which Chriſt hath left for the quieting 
and ordering of his Church, to goe laſtly (all other waics 
firſt tryed, to ſuch whom God hath ſer in publike office in 
his Church , which order becauſe many doe petvert, being 
carryed away, rather with a ſpirit of malice and rancour, 


then of vnitic and lone, ) God doth ſuffer' to winde them- 


{elyes into many, and in inextricable Laberinths of trouble. 
And thus much for anger in generall, occaſioned from the 
text, rather thenintended , and how to: order and preſerve 
theſamerwithin eonventent bounds, 
4. Particnlar. 

Thequeſtion 1n ſpeciall doth concerne Tonah's anger and 
the cauſe thereof according to theſe words , lonab, Doe? 
thau well tobe angry for the Gonrd ? 

And here fir{t the mannec of ccorreRion in this forme of 
ſpcech which the-Lord vſeth, deferveth to be noted, For a 
man would” rather have looked for burning coales to have 


proceeded from his lippes ;here isno more but thus , Doeft 


thou well to be angry ? 

Bowe the heavens O Lord,and come downe,faith David, 

Touch the mountaines and they ſhall ſmoake : caſt forth 
lightnings and ſcatter them, ſhoote out arrowes and deſtroy 
them. 
Let Petey be Iudge, and he will call for fire from heaven 
to conſume an whole Citie , much rather ypon one finfull 
man, that darcth to conte{t with the'Lord of glory, What? 
ſhall the pot contend with the Potter , or the thing formed, 
ay to the Former , Why haſt thou made me thus? 

Note the great clemencie of the Lord to [onah herein, 
but not withour application to our'ſ{clues : For doth he not 
in as milde and loning manner deale with vs, ſending his 
Prophets riſing early and ſending them, in his name todeale 
with vs by exhortations, invitations, promiſesof loue , and 
proteſtations to receive vs if we will convert andturhe'vnte 
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13 Lonah's Conte/tation, about by Gourd. 

We beſeech you by the tender mercies of God, ſaithSait 
Paul; We intreate you as his Embaſſadours to be reconciled 
vnto God , when we are fallen ont with him as loneb heere.. 
Heare what God himſelfe faith by his ſervant e.3oſes, ſo oft 
as we decline bis precepts3 Doe ye thus requite the Lord, 
O fooliſh people and vnwilſc ?- is not hee thy Father that 
hath bought thee ? hath he not made thee , and cftabliſhed 
thee ?. O Ephraim, what ſhall I doe vnto thee ? O [udah, 
what ſhallI doe vypro thee ? my bowels are turned within . 
me, my repentings are kindled within mee ? waſh thee from 
thy ſinnes, O England, cleanſe thy (elfe from thy polfutions, 
London, when 11 itbe ? 

Is not our God a conſuming fire ? are- not the ſinners in 
Sion afraid of him ? who ſhall dwell with everlaſting bur- |

When the offzr of mercy will not ſcrue, he ſpeakes in the | 
perſon of revenge and fury (for what are we but bryers and 
thornes to that conſuming flame ?) and who would , faith 
he , ſet the bryers and thornes againſt mee in the day of 
battell ? I would goe thorow them ; T would burne them 
together, Behold Iam prefled vnder you, ſaith he by an- x 
other Prophet , as a cart 1s preſicd that is full of ſheaves. | 
Therefore allo he ſvith.in another place, ab, 1 will caſe me 
of mine aJuerſaries, and avenge me of mine enemies. | 

And againc, if I whet my glittering ſword, andmy hand 

take hold vn iudgement; I will render vengeance to mine | 

| enemies and rep2y them that hate me. 

© But yet he ſpeakes peace vnto his people, mercy and lo- | 

ving kindneſle all the day long : why will yeedie, O yee 

KL houſe of Iſrael ? Idefire not thedeath of a ſinner ; why art 

| 1 | thou all ſoangry,, O 7onab, I have given thee no iuſt cauſe, 

| Doeſt thou well to be angry thug againſt thy Maker ? be not ſo 

| perucrie inthy fury, but iudge righteous iudgement.

minde , docI well tobe thus impatient , thus fretfull , doe 
I well to be thus vnthankefull tomy God , to provoke him, 
co grieve his holy Spirit ? 

Is it better for mee to inioy -God as my Father , or as a 
Tudge , a graciousRedeemer ; or terrible reverger ? to have 
my part in hisblefſed promiſes , by liſtening vnto his loving 
2dmonitions, or. in thoſe fearefull comminations before 
mentiened by continuing obſtinate ? 

An admirable clemencie was it in the Lord, in ſuch faire 

'tearmes,to treate with Tonab his ſcrvant, his creature; but far 
oreater his loue vnder this forme of reaſoning , to make 
Fonah his owne Tudge inthe cauſe ; by this meanes to reduce 
him toa more ſober minde, when as he ſaith to this effe ; 
if thou thinke that thou art hardly dealt wirhall-7onab at my 
hand, and that I the Lord am no equall Iudge inthy be- 
halfe, I referre the cauſe to thine owne cenſure, lay alide 
wrath, and ſpeake out of #'more ſerious conſideration, whe-

Thus if we were wiſe, to take the whole benefite of this 


example , we ſhonld not only admire hisclemencie, bur alſo 
avoide his iudgements , andprocure his fanour , we being 
made our owne Indge as before, for if we world judge our 
ſelucs, we ſhould not be tudged of the Lord , as faith the 
Apoſtle tothe Corinthians.

A ſilly matter to be angry for , yea to be angry withthe

Yea indeede, [onah was as an hotte oven dammd vp , ſee. 
king vent , for he was angry before, as may appeare from 
the ſecond verſe of this Chapter , he was not well pleaſed at 
firſt,no# this Gourd doth both increzfe the heate and. makes 
paſſage. | 

Let vs put vpon.vs the. perſon of Jeza?, and reaſon the 
whole matter, fo tarre as by circumſtance we are abje to col-

And firſt looke wee vnto the office of Jonah; He was 4 
Prophet, a vame of honour , {0 of great labour and mole. 
Ration ;: pride lookes contemprtuouſly at the fun&tion, envy 
weaves many ſubrill diſgraces, ro bring dawne the honour 
of it, all the armies of vices doe bandon apainſtit, and he 
who hath vndereaken this office , muſt ſhow himſeKe a pro- 
feſt enemie to the times iniquities, Jonsh was a Prophet. 

So he was a Prophet tothoſe revolting Tribes of Iſrael , 
of whoſe incorrigibleneſſe ail the other Prophets have 
complained, 

And now after that he hath wearied and ſpent himſelfe a+ 
mong. theſe,, hee is ſent vnta a ſtoar-hezrted people the 


Ninevites. 
And what hope of better fruit and ſucceſſe of his Jabours 


amongſt an. vnbelceving nation? Or if perchance they 


proove beleeving and repent, thenis the credite of his mcf>_ 


fagecalled in queſtion ; this made him at the firlt toflye to 
Tarſhiſh. | | 

| Now aftcr ſomany 1ournyivgs by land , ard tofsings by 
fea , he takes vp his lodging in the belly of a Whale-fiſh. 

He is out of that naftic place deliuered , as out of the 
mouth of hell, and now is commanded the ſecond time for 
Nineveh., 

And now Jengh muſt put on a firme reſolution, cither to 
be ſlaine, or elſe qerided , if the feare of God be not in the 


place, 
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place , then /enah hath ſpoken words, the land is not able to 
zare.; Flee oh thou ſeer and eſcape for thy life. 

Or if the feare of God c»e worke in their hearts to re. 
pentance and amendment; then hearke to /onab, I pray 
thee O Lord, ſaith he, was notthismy ſaying., when I was 
yet in my owne countrey ? therefore I fledbefore vnta Tar- 
ſhiſh , for I knew that thou arr a gracious God, &c. 

Now after all theſe labours, after all theſe dolours , ſome 
poore refreſhment ſprings vp to /erab, a Gourd from the 

round.to comfort /opab's head 1n this great diſquict , and 

paine of Jonah's heart. 1 

The Lord prepared a Gourd to overſhadow 7onab's head, 
and therewith he was content to forget his preſcnt myſerie 
(tor now thinkes he, the Lord begins to remember my affli- 
&ion,)and flatters himſelfe from this conceir , that the Lord 
will proceede to ade further conſolation, and herein Jonah 
was.exceeding glad of the Gourd. 

. Butbchold,on the ſuddaine all his mirth is mari'd; lonah's 
rctoycing laſterh but for a night; Jonab awakes in the mor- 
ning, and finds the Gourd quite decaycd, and all his plcaſure 

therewith vaniſhed. © ' . , 

Thus am Icrofled faith Jonah every way. thus am I moc- 
ed, Fins deceiued; thus am I altogether , and. onall ſides 
yexed, 

': Andit came to paſle ſaith the text, when the Sun did 

ariſe, that God prepared a vehement Eaſt-winde , and the 

Sunne beate vpon the head of Jonah , that he fainted, and 

wiſhed 1n himiſelfe to dye and ſaid : It is better tor me to dye 

then tolive, * | 

Now ſaith God to /en4b (thus many reaſons no doubt, 
and many more in his thoughts being amaſled together) 
Tenuh, Doeſl thou well tobe angry, or art thou exceeding angry? 
yea ſaith Jonah, I am exceeding angry, yea 1 doe well ro be an- 
gry tothe death ? 


You ſee the cauſe or rather cauſes of Jonah's anger ? (to. 


Content my ſelfe with one onely obſervation , let vs learne 
from hence, thus much for our inſtruction. $0) 
Namely, from the gderly, or rather diſorderly working, 
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of lonab/rpaſsions (the preſent being vſcd as an inſtrument 
to rake vp theembers of all his former diſcontents) how to 
carry our ſelves in tryals of this nature,to prevent or defeate 
Satans wiles and policics herein, 

For we have to deale with a ſubtill adverſary, who workes 
ypon the advantage of ourdiſtempered weakenefſe. 

He perceived Jonah much out of pacience before, and now 
he doth vſethe helpesof the Gourd, ro worke him quite be. 
ſides himſelfe : ſo if he atany time finde vs to have dclive- 
red yp thehold of reaſon, ortobe ypon the tyde of our im- 
potent paſsions , he plycs the advantage withdiligence, and 
though we ſayletoo faſtof our ſelves, he will not Ricke to 
adde both winde and water to our Ships. 

_ Heefaithtotlie angry man, beſides the preſent occafion 
of his anger, remember wrongs of old done vnto thee ; hee 
hath treſpaſſ-d againſt me ſeuen times; yea,though his bro- 
ther come and humble himſclfe in preſence, hee will not ad- 
mit of the counſel! of our Saviour, the power of temptation 
doeth prevaile more {trongly, and fleth and blood cannor 


withſtand. 
To the furious man , hee likewiſe (faith ftirike him ; the 


ſecond time, ſtrike him to the ground ; the third time, ſtrike 


him ſure; for revenge is a ſweete thing, there is glory in the 
killing of a man, and to put on the girdle of blood ypon thy 
loynes, it is ſure, at aQ of generoſitte, 

To the adulterer, when he perceives him inclining to that 
finne, hee inſinuates himſelfe by many goodly reaſons, and 
ſaith ; the good man is gone from home , the darkenefle 
ſhall cover thee, none eye ſhall ſee thee; ſtone waters are 
ſweete, and bread of deceite eaten in ſecret ispleaſant ; but 
hee telles him not, that his mouth in the end ſhall bee filled 
with gravell. 

To the woman, and laſcivious perſon, hee preſenteth be. 
ſides the obie&t ; which for the preſent pleaſeth the eye, the 
pleaſure of a&uall inioying ; ſhee hath coſtly and gay hang- 
iogs, whom I make themiltris of my delight. 

I have decked my bed, ſpeaketh ſhee, with coverings of 
Tapiſtric , with carved workes, with fine linnen of Egypt; 

I have 
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I have perfumed my bed with Myrrhe, Aloes, and Cina- 


mon, 
Yea, ſhee 1s a religious Strumpet too, this day have I paid 
my vowes ; ſhe goes to Church, but more to intangle ſimple 
| ones in her eye-lids, then to heare a Sermon : Oh, ſhee rides 
in her Coach like a arena of beautie. Thus the wanton is 
taken , with theſe and many the like ; with ditties , and 
| _— » with roſe-beds, and garlands, and crownes of 
roles. 
Thus alſo doeth our tempter deale with ys, by temptati- 
os on the left hand. 
If hee perceive our mindes donbtfnll, and wavering from 
God-watrd ; he calles to our remembrance, how many good 
deedes of ours have paſſed vnregarded ; how oft wee have 
prayed, and have returned without ſucceſle in our prayers, 
that it 1s in vaine to ſerue God; and thus hee tempts to in» 
fidclirie. | 
When hee ſces vs troubled with ſome preſent miſbap, hee 
| calles to minde all the croſſes wee have borne hererofore ; 
| that God doeth ſtill loade vs with dayly aflictions, without 
| relicfe , without relea(ſe, andthus he tempts vs toimpacten- 
cie z even as he deales with /owuab here, finding him troubled 
about the gourd, he awakens allo his former diſcontents, the | 
moleſtations of his calling , his travels by Land, and tem- | 
peſts by Sea; and makes him ta the end to fall out, and be at A 
plaine difference with God, u] 
Wherefore happie is that man, that can prudently dil- 'F 
cerne, and diſcerning hold out the ſhield of Faith, to quench 
all the fierie darts of Satan. | 4 
The ayrc is not oftner viſited with windes of all quali- 1 
ties, gentle, or rough, bringing , or chaſing away raine, 
blaſting or bleſsing the fruits of the earth ; then 1s the minde | 
of man with the contrary blaſts or breathings from two con- h 
trary ſpirits from above, and from below. þ 
Happieis that man, whos wiſe to diſcerne the times and - 
ſcaſons of ſpirituall moovings, who (though he know not _ 
whence the winde ariſeth ) doth open the windowes and 
Coores of his ſoules garden, to let in thoſe heavenly n{p1- 
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24 Ionah's Conteftation, abont his Gonrd, 
rations and breathings from above the. ſpices of his garden 
ſhall flow out , or if he (et to ſea, he ſhall arrive vnto plea- 
(ant harbour, - | 
But woefull is his miſtake , who hoyſeth ſayle when the 
Diuell keepes his quarter , whether muſt he be carryed, vn- 
leſſ2 intothe vnfottunate Tfands , vnlefſe before his rack- 
lings rent, his Ship doefplir, and his hopes be finkevinto 
the bottome of the Ocean. 
Wherefore I conclude againe , obſerve the times, and 
the firſt beginnings, if they appeare inticements, 'pro= 
vocations, temptations vnto evill ynto ſinne, 

For if we be once vpontke tyde of our head-ſtrong afte- 
Qions, agreat meaſure of grace is required to {tay vs, and 
if once we begin to tumble , the waight of our natures will 
not eaſily be lected fron the bottome of the hill, and we be 
mainely bruiſed or everlaſtingiy periihed, 

And thus much for the cauſe ot /ova%s an70r which ts not 
only the Gourd, though it only by th; Lora be mentioned 
:ntherext, | 

It was forrthis end , not to make Torah more impactent 
but an argument vied by the Lord to confute his former 
great impaciencie as in the next words, the concluſion of the 
bookeis made plaine. And thus farre on the Lords part : 
the firſt generall part have we proceeded ; The next maine

Tonab is now got out of the deepe vpon the firme land, he 
no longer teares the wiudes, the ratling tempeſt, the Marri- 
ners,nor the the Whale. But God 1s the ſame God both by 
ſeaand land ; thinke onthis /ex4b , that hee is not as thou 
luppolelt. 


Butas hee hath the Leviathan and Whirlc-poole of the

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deepe, ſo hath his hand formed the crooked'Serpent of the 
land , yea he can make theſe contemptible vermine , with 
whom thou daily converſeſt ro bite thee ; as he made Bale. 
am: Aſc to reproove the madnefſe of the Prophet. | 

Whom doeft thou provoke Toneb ? art thop able to con- 
tend ? Cloath now thy ſelfe with thunder, and ſcatter light- 
nings over the face of the carth. 

Gird vp thy loynes ike aman and ſpeake, for God him- 
ſelke demanderh of thee ; where waſt thou when I laide the 
foundations bf the earth , when I laide the meaſures there- 
of, and ſtretcht the line vpen it, when I laide the corner. 
ſtone , the morning Starres then ſang together , and all the 
ſonnes of God ſhouted for joy ? 

Who ſhut yp the ſea with doores, and made the cloude a 
garment, and thicke darknefſc a ſwadling band for it ? 

Mightie Jonab, powerfull /on«b, dreadfull 7oneh, lift vp 
now thy voyce to the cloudes, and cauſe abundance of wa- 
eters tocouer thee z haſt thou an arme like God ? or canſt 
thou thunder with a yoyce like him 2 Decke thy ſelfe now 
wich Maicſtic and excellencie,, caſt abroad the rage of thy 
wrath , behold every one that is high and abaſe him. 

Fretfull onab, angry Jonah , pettiſh lonab, fooliſh Tonab, 
whom doeſt thou provoke, ſtand now to thy cauſe, and 
confider wiſely what argument thou rakeſt in hand, and doe 
not darken counſel! by words without knowledge , which 
was 7obs fault before thee, and ought of thee more adviſedly 
to be confidered , now that it comes to be thy caſe. 

But it fares with Jonsh, as with a man borne downe with 
a violent fireame , the law of his members is at this rime 
fo powerfull in him, that there is littleand no appearance 
of the life of grace. 'Confider the degrees, and firſt

A man whois in a tempeſt at the fea-, hath not (while the 
tempeſt laſteth) the government either of himſcife, or any 
thing about him : and thus is /enab the ſecond time lofcd 
in the ſurging (cas of his owne palsions, 

The which may teach vs therefore to doe nothing, while 
the heate of the paſsion laſteth , but vpon preineditated 
TearMmes, 

For what ? when it flyes in the face of God , what wall 
not anger dare to doe ? Occiderems te, [aith one, miratiy ſip, 
I would kill thee, bur that Lam angry with thee 3. whereas 
we know not how to fight in other temper , and never ſtrike 
but in our anger, like the Emperour /uftmianthe ſecond, 
who beeing deprived of his noſe by Leoncimu: his prede- 
ceſlour , vpon every remembrance of that: inigry, , cauſed 
_ fricnd-or other of that Emperour to loofe a noſe or be 

aine, | 

But I liſt not to ſtand vpon this, (ince Tonah contents not: 
himſelfe with one poore word , yea, vor with a fimple cx- 
prefsion , bur proceeds toa tultification , a decpe aggrava- 
ha of his anger according to the diviſion before remem- 
bred. 

Yet truly thus farre can I not chooſe but-take notice, that 
albeit this very one word, ought rot once to have beene 
conceived in the breaſt of Jonah, yet more tolerable had bin 
hisfault, if here he had reſted and ſuppreſs'r all further com= 
motion of his vnguided ſpirit. 

And therefore here(by way of paſſage vnto the next point) 
learne we that advice of Selowon, Chap. 30. If thou have 
done fooliſhly in lifting vp thy ſelfe, or it thou have thought 


; evil, lay thine hand vponthy mouth, and. ftoppe thine an- 


ger before it proceede too farre. 
For as followeth in the fame place , the much churning of 
milke, changeth it into an other nature, and the wringing 
of the.noſe bringeth/ forth blood , fo the forcing of wrath 
in the end commonly brivgeth forth rife, {trife blood-ſhed,, 
blood-thed death oftentimes and perill of ons] de- 
| racion 
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{truction to the name, perſon, or poſteritie of ſuch, who give 
themſelves over to the government of this fury. 

A cholericke man for this cauſe,or he that giveseafie paſ- 
ſage to his anger, is not vnfitly compared to a man dwelling 
ina thatcht houſe, who being therein rich in the morning , 
(ſets it all on a light fire before the evening ; for Anger flaics 
the fooliſh,ſaith Selowen, | Nu gk 

Therefore once againe , ouench it while it is a ſparke, 
which is not {o eafily done, after ithth got head ; ſhut the 
flood-gates before the ſtreame grow too violent, and beare 
downe 21l before it. | 

But what ſhould Jonah doe ? muſt he not anſwere to the 
Lords queſtion ? for the Lord doth aske him, if be doe wel 


fo be angry, and fince thatſohe is, and ſothinketh, as good- 


fpeake it as diſemble. 

TI findethe ſame queſtion before in the fourth verſe , pur 
vnto /onab by the Lordin the ſame manner , yet I meete not 
there with any word of Joxahby way of anſwere expreſt, 

Belike (as there he was ſullen and would net) fo now be. 
ing thorowly heated wich this fere, he cannot refraine any 
longer, but muſt out with tr, 

He continued (as ſhould ſeeme) from that time to this, 
ſaving only a little Interim for one Hights reſt, liks vnto a 
greene pecceof wood or chubbed blocke which lies over 2 
few coales ſmoaking and ſ\mouldring ;but now themoyſture 
being well ſuckt out, he breakes into a light flame, and (pres 
and ſpartles fire againſt the Lord ; note his manner in the 
ſecond ſpecialtie of his ſpeech. 

2, His peremptory Aſſeveration or Iuftification. 

I doe well ro be angry. It wasa milde ſaying of Augnſiuu 
the Emperour to one of his ſonldiersdefirous to be diſmiſſed 
his armie,bur wanting a iuſt and honeſt excuſe to his friends 
at his returne home , ſay , ſatch the Emperour, that Ihave 
angried thee. | | 

But what (hall I ſay to thee [onah , who art avgry not'm 
ſhew , but in deede ? who vnderrakeſtto iuſtifie thy anger, 
andthat not againſt an earthly Emperour, bur againſt ſuch' 
a great King, who caſteth out the glory of all carthly King- 

E 2 domes 
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domes andEmpires like the clay in the ftreets ? 

I know not ſurely well what to {ay to it: yetthis I am 
ſure of , that mightie Cedars I fee ſomerimes to be migh= 
tily ſhaken , that he who thinketh. hee {tandeth may looke 
| &etter to his ſtanding. 

Wee have a pregnant exarple in /oxah here, a choſen 
' man in Iſrael, and one of the worthies of God, 

Tic ſpeake, no more then what I know: yet my knowledge 
herein I-muſt.corf:fſe is ledde into a, wonderment , when 1 
conſider, as I finde it- 

Now, in that heavenly Chorus, next vnto thoſe glorious 
Ch:rubins and Seraphins who continually doe cry, Holy, 
Holy, Holy , we ſhall doe well roranke theglorious com- 
pany of the Apoſtles; and after them the goodly fellow- 
ſhip of the Prophets ; and next to thele, the noble Armies of 
the Martyrs, 

And why (ay I this thing ? that you may alſo wonder to- 
gether wich mee , when I have ſhowne vnto you , what [ 
hare obſcrved from the great weakeneſle in this kjinde okthe 
holy and moſt honoured Prephcts of God. 

When you ſhall bchold , ſuch who have commanded the 
waters, had power over fire, who have travelled the fea,rode 
inthe ayre, ſubducd kingdomes , wrought rightcouſneſſe, 
beene renowned in their times., and left the glory of their 
names ynto poſterities ; theſe I ſay to have beene conquering 
and prevailing over all outward force, yet of their owne 
vorn'y appetites to be brought into ſubic ion , or of their 
inward paſsions to have becne mainely foyled, | 

Yea, I have not yet diſcovered the whole truth: for Imuſt 
needs ſay that I have;found none, as comparable to the 
Prophets in the aboveſaid reſpe&s : ſolike them none, to 
 havebeecne tranſported in the like meaſure, or carryed with 
fach diſordered violence as theſe, and thole, who have re. 
ceived the beſt teſtimonies from, and beene graced with the 
preateſt honour from his hand. 

Let vs caſt ourcyes from Jonab , the moſt cleere exam ple 
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of all others ypon e Moſes that man of God, and Prophet 


likewiſe, greater then whom none did riſe till Chriſt _ ; 
- 
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He isreported for the meekeft man vpon the carth' then 

living, yet cannot be excuſcd for ſpeaking vaadviſedly with 
hisl1ppes at the waters of Meribah. Or if we could be con- 
rent to paſſe by this , what ſhall we (ay co that which fell our 
a lirtle after the conſumption at Taberah ? 
What great reaſon had Moſes there togrow weary of his 
charge ? lo weary , that he defired todye? fo deſirous of 
death that he prayeththe Lord toflay him ? as plainly ap- 
pearcth in the 11, Chapter of Numbers. 

Is this thzmeeke man ſpoken of ? yea, let him be ſo ac- 
counted ſecundum partem ſanzorem , fo that yet wee ſuffer 
not Jonah to. want a companion in his impaciencie, and 
my. text receive confirmation from his - example in like 
manner. . 

Come we to Eliab, one that rode yp to heaven in a fieric - 
Chariot, called by a Father a Waggoner in the ayre, a man 
ordained for reproofes, ſaith Syrach, | 

Yet a man fubjeR to the ſame paſsions with.others, and 
not voyde of reproofe himſelte. 

It proceeded from the heate of his ſpirit, when he fell in- 

tothat miſtake, as if.chere.were none righteous but hee 
alone, . 
Bur whezeas he ſaith, O-Lord, take away my life, he {ym- 
pathiſeth direfly with the words of /enab before my text, 
who wiſhed 1n himſclfe to dye, and ſaid it is better for me to 
dye then live, 

And however, I cannot bee bold to ſay , that he would 
have returned the ſame anfwvere with this of Jonah in the 
defence of his anger ; yet ſure God might well at that time ! 
have pur the ſame queſtion to him which is.to [oneh; Docſt Wo 
thou Well ro be angry Eliah ? 's 

I neede not to fay much of ob ;. nor .doe-I finde him ran-+ 
ked among the Prophets , yet ſure he is well worthy, to bee 
honoured with the title. 

You have heard of the. patience of ob, ſaith James, tis 
rruc, and of his great impatience teo; who knowes not that, 
who is bur meanely converſt in his ſtory; or the ſubſtance of. 
reaſoning by his owne hand left in writing? .

Sce,(aith he, I have this day fet thee over the nations,and 
over the kingdomes ; to roote out and ropulldowne , and

But how much gricfe andvexation this coſt him, you may 
behold. In the fifteenth Chapter, I heare himpleading thus, 
woe is mec,my mother,that thou haſt borne mee z a man of 
ftrife, and a man of contention to the whole earth. 

In the twentieth Chap. thus, O Lord thou haſt deceived 
mee, and I wasdeceived ; thou art ſtronger then 1, and haſt 
prevailed ; I am in derifiondaily,every one mocketh mee. 

Who ſaiththat Jeremy had not iuſt cauſe tobe argry ? ſure, 
4 vnlefſe himſelfe had thonght and beene perſwaded fo , hee 
Þ>4 would never have brokenout into theſe tearmes of heare 
['# and diſpleaſure againſt the Almighty. 
þ But towards the end of the ſame Chapter he growes 
hs horne-madde , and then hee falles to curfing : Tobs fit hath 
taken him, and thus he takes on , Curſed be the day where. 
in I was borne, ſaith he, let not the day wherein my mother 
bare mecbe bleſſed ; Curfed be the man who brought ty- 
F dings to my father , ſaying , a man-childe is borne vnto 
I's thee, making him very glad. And let.that man bee as the 
| Cities which God overthrew and repented not , and let him 
heare the cry in the morning , aud the ſhouting at noone- 
tyde. | 
| ! And why Jeremy ?: and why ? becauſe hee flew mee not 
Pf {fromthe wombe,ſaithhe, orthat my mether might have bin 
my grave, and her wombe to be aiwaics great with me.

O then, when the heare of our anger 2{cndeth thus high 
as to be angry not with Kings and Princes , and Potentaces 
of theearth, but withthe God of heaven, King of kings, and 
Lord over all lords ; this is a fire that cates into the bones 
coniuiming the marrow and the moiſture, and mult wee nor 
either burne 1n our owne cinders, or eiſe daring to breake 
out, bee incountred and conſumed with that all devouring 
fire, _ Hlame of Gods diſpleaſure , of his vnquenchable 
anger { 

Admireand wonder , that /onah 1s angry with the oreat 
God, exceeding angry with the moſt puiſſant Lordghe tciles 
this God and Lord (o to his face ; yet is not conſumed ; ad- 
mire and wonder, | 

Bur I doe rather vaderſtand it for the effe& of Jonah's ane 
ger, the cff:& conceived ina manner and ready for the birth, 
yet ſtrangled in the wombe , which had it beene brought 
forth, would vnto /on«h have brought moſt certaine death. 

In the old Law, he that curſed father or mother was to be 
put todeath, much more he that ſhould curſe the Father of 
ſpirits, and great Creator of mankinde ; this was cxpreſſely 
charged with preſent death, Levi, 24. © 

Therefore wee reade, Naboth hath curſed God and the 
King, let him be ſtoned ; therefore did Jobs wite tempt her 
husbard to this ſinne z Curſe God and aye ſaith (hee, 

This I conceive to be /onab's caſe. He is come almoſt to 
the auall ſinne of blaſphemie againſt the ſecond Perſon 
in the Trinitie, the which in thought he hath commuted al. 
ready. 

Far he ſaith, he hath juit cauſe to be angry, and 17 he doe 
well ro be angFy,then ſure,God hath done hum great wrong, 
and if ſo, why ſhould he not heare of it? yeathough 1 Cyc 
for ic, I will ſpeake my minde faith /enab 5 For I doe Wet to 
be angry, : 

We may ſupply the fuller meaning of Jonah's minde, part- 
ly outof Job, and partly out of Jeremy, men ſubtect tothe 
fame paſsions, ahd wraſtling wich the ſame 2(iulrs as here, 

They were both carryed away with this miſ=conceit, thar 


God did vic his power asa law,exerciſing hereinglittle better 
| G 2 then 
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then a Tyrannicall governmeat , and therefore faith Job in 
one place , 1s it goed for thee that thou thould'lt oppreſie, 
&c? and leremy {aith plainely , that the Lord by his great 
might or ſtrength did oycrbcare him, as 1s to beſeene in the 
place before cited, 

Thus thinkes Jonah, and to this fic , hee rcalons in his 
_ over-caſt imaginations, 

My ſoule is. even full of anxietie, and I want vttcrance of 
my complaint, Thy hand 1s over powerfull for mee , thy 
counſels are vnſcarchable, I know not what to ſay to it , this 
isthe ſumme; Tam weary of my lite, for 1 ice nofruite, no 
end of all my vexing labours. 

O yet, that God would grant mee this requeſt (before I 
open my lippes againſt the Hoty one, and reproach.my Ma- 
ker, and by mans law deſerve to be toned) that hee would 
cut mce oft, anddeftray mee, or hide mee in the grave, For 
{are, I have moſt iuit cauſe ro be oftended, yea ſure, I doe 
well to be angry, angry even to death , dcath to mee is better 
farre then lite. 

.T have touched (I ſuppoſe ) vpon the higheſt ſtring of 
Saints impatiencie, wherevntothe perfeReſt of men, during 
yet their mortall condition, are moſt ſubicct ; and bey ond 
which is no remiſsion , but to fall into that finne vrpardo. 
nable , which holds no concord with Gods mercy. 

Let ys now bnt make a cord to draw Jonab out of the pit, 
and preſerve all Jonaſſes from ſinking in this mire and mudde, 
and I will make the vics and generall concluſion of the whole 
matter, ſpecially this ſecond generall part of Jonab's aniwer, 
and herein, the laſt ſpecially in this generall; the point yer 
in hand, Jonah's anger vnto death, 

The floods are riſen, O God , the floods are riſcn might 
Jonah well here ſay, and all clſe brought vnto the ſame brinke 
of defpaire or deſperate fury with /ovabhere ; O God, the 
floods are riſen, the floods O- God have lift vp the waves. 

And thisnor ſomuch in regardof rhe tyde of vogodlines 
flowing from without as the violent ſtreames of inraged an- 
gcr from within:Save me,O Gad,fot the waters are come in 

eveninto my ſoule, 
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Theſe, theſe are the warers which drowne the ſoule, to be 
feared morethen thole waters which ſwalloy vp the bodies 
of men. 

Now, two things there be which ſupport Jonah , and the 
one implies the other : one thing which the Lord doth over- 
paſſe, the other which he doeth worke , the one proceeding 
trom his Mercy, the other from his Loue. 

Firſt, His Mercy 1t is which doeth cover Tenah's imperfe- 
tions, which at this time were riſcn toa very great height, 
For how if the Lord ſhould have centred contention with 
thee Jon4b ? and fex his anger againſt thine ? what would 
have become of thee ? 

The like may we ſay to ob, to Jeremy; what Job ? doeth 
the Lord oppreſic ? Is it without reaſon, the Lords dealing 
ſo, and ſo with thee Jeremy ? and doeft thou Well indeede to bee 
angry fonah ? dare wee thus to challenge the Holy one of 
Iſrael-? 

O no; Take Jonah in his right temper , and he is of ano- 
ther minde, fo is /ob, ſo is feremy:I ſaid I will no more make 
mention of thy name within my lippes ſaid Jeremy, in his 
heate he ſpake it, but a contrary ſtronger heate expelled that 
by and by, thy word was a fire ſhut vp within my bones, and 
I was weary with forbearing immediately after ſaith he. 

S9 Jeb, Chap. 40. once have I ſpoken, yea twiſe , but 1 
wiil ay no-more, I abhorre my ſelfe in duſt and aſhes, 

Burt what marucile, if while the fit laſteth , the yer vn- 
mortified flcſh take on ? this being the beaſt which 1stro bee 
ſacrificed, vntill we be quite dead vnto our owne naturall 
deſires, reaſon and perverſe iudgement. 

This 15 that which the Lord in mercy paſſeth oyer,putting 
a difterence here betweene Jonah and his anger , and be- 
tweene the finnes of his children and his graces inthern. 

So the words here according tothe orijginalt, are not to 
be read, Doeft thon well to be angry ? but thus, is it well that 
anger 1s with thee 2 according to the ſaying of the Apoſltley 
It 1s not I that ſinne, bur ſinre that dwelleth inme. This, as 
oneday to be caſt out and quite aboliſhed from our natures, 
the Lord doth paſſe by,for the preſentaccepting our perſons, 
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not regarding the workes of our owne hands, but as we are 
his workemanſhip in Chrift Icſus, 

Secondly, And this 1s the ſecond thing that preſerverth 
and vpholdeth /onah, and with Jonah ail Gods EleR in the 
moſt birter conflits from ſinking iato the pir and finall pe- 
riſhing, namely, the hand and power of grace, which hach 
{tated them in the covenant of Gods free Election, and doth 
ſuſtaine them in the ſame condition to their lives ends, 

For firſt , there is ſemen immanens, an abiding ſecde as 
7ohn calles it, whereof whoſoever be quickened , never to= 
rally loſe the life thereof, but the vertue thereof at all times 
remaineth, though not ſo evidently at all times diſcerned : 
cvenasthe Starresin a darke night, are not ſcene tothe eye; 
yet both the eye retaineth the power of ſceing, and the 
Starres alſo are viſible in themſelves and abide fixed .in the 
firmament, which the ſacceſsion of an other night plainly 
doeth diſcover. 

So in this cale againe, and inthis particular of anger, a 
Chriſtian is compared to a Plaloſopher in a tempeſt at-the 
Sea. While there 18 rumultes mult & clamor magnus, Much 
rumult andclamour , the Philoſopher , though he be groun- 
ded in the Principles of his Art, atthat time hath noabilitic 
of manifeſtation, neither himſelfe being ar all diſpoſed, nor 
his hearers capable of inſtructions z ſo while the fury and 
ſtrength of temptation laſteth, the Chriſtian is not hisowne 
man in appearance ; waitethen a while longer, the tempeſt 


- will be over , the Starres ſhine cleere, and the' eye of faith, 


ſh4!l be comforted with the light of Gods countenance, 
Now as there is eyermore an habite of grace, and (cede 
of God remaining 1n the ſoule of every true {crvant of God 
2nd faithfull member of Chriſt Icſus, and ever ſhail remains 
in ſpight of all the malice of Satav, and the gates of hell,and 
our owne corruptions too, and the rage of wicked men ; (0 
(tor che operation of theſame) it 1satall times ſtirring, the 
power thereof, being never, wholly buryed, eyen inthe grea- 
ec{t agony of the ſoules vexation, there js a reſiſtance vnto 
evill, and a ſecret hand, ot grace running along with our 
t potent and tumultuous, palsions,, ; keeping thoſe waving 
0. MCs 
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ſtormes of the ſoule within ſome compaſle, which elſe would 
ſycll above the bankes , ro the fearetu!l innndation of the 
foulss rranquillitie. 

 Andtheretore is it (howſoever may ariſe rebelling com- 
motions from within) yet never ſhall we findethar they have 
in dire& rearmes of blaſphemy broken out contrary to di- 
vine light, inkind!ed in their breaſts, in deſpight againſt the 
Holy Redeemer; which too oftcn falleth out in Cait-awaies. 

Conf1Jer the example before mentioned, whether Afoſes, 
or Eliah, or fob, or feremy. It is true they were exceedingly 
and beyond meaſure tranſported to wiſh for death : and to 
curle the day of their nativity doeth argue a great diſtemper 
of ſpirit ; bur it is. but adiſtemper, and doth not forbid but 
they might (as ſoone after they were) be brought to a more 
fober mood2,and better minde. 

Eliah wiſht to dye, ſo Moſes , ſo enahhere, wiſhes di- 
rectly againſt themſclves, howſoever their anger, or a great 
part thereof might be againſt the Lord, | 

Tob and Jeremy they curfed , but whom ? the Lord ? no, 
they durſt not, they could not , therefore it breakes out an. 
other way, and is diſcharged ypon the day, the night wherein 
they were conceived and borne, the pappes that ſuckled, 
knees that dandled them , the man that brought tydings ; 
they ſhot at randome bitter words, yct none flye vpward a- 
gainſt their Maker , this caution {till hath beene remembred; 
and the ſecret power that hath curbed thoſe ſelling moti- 
ons hath at no time beene wanting to them, 

Two caſcs there bee wherein I obſerve the holyeſt. of 
Saints living, to be injurious in the higheſt meaſure againſt 
their owne felicitie , but never direaly againſt God : the 
one is in extremitie of their owne ſufferings, which hath now 
beene handled , the other an excefle of their zeale to Gods 
glory. Thus oſes wiſhed to be wiped out of the booke of 
life, rather then that people ſhould have beene conſumed, to 
whom the Lord had made prowile of cntring Canaan, 

Whar would the nations have ſaid,thought he?either that 
the God of Ifracl was vniult of his word, or vnable of power 


to bring and plant, that pcople in the land of the poſſeſsion : 
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O let menever (ce goodday ſaith Aoſes, rarher then God 
ſhould (ufter this diſhonour, With the {zme afte&tionate zcale 
was Paul mooved partly to his countrey-men, the Iewes of 
the lame flcth with him, chiefely in regard of Gods honour, 
who had (yworne and bound himfelfe 1n an everlaſting cove- 
nant tO eAbrabam and his ſecede for ever, that rather then 
that people ſhould abſolutely be caſt off and forſaken , hee 
limfelte might become Anathema and accurled for ever. 

Doe you ſceby theſe examples, how icalous of Gods glo- 
ry the Saints have beene z though no mans zeale can be too 
great, to Godward, yet inthe ardour thereot working with 
their dimme faith, to have diſcovered manifeſt impotency ? 

The ſame effe&, well nigh(to returne to the preſent pur- 
poſe) after a contrary manner of working in the violence 
- _ owne extremities moſt co:mmonly hath becne pro- 

uced, 

There can no ſuch cauſes happen , wherein a man with 
lonah ought to wiſh for death, the time by God appointed 
yet not come. /onah,truly herein did tranſgreſſe,{o did Moſes, 
and Eliah too. | 

Yea, but to be angry with God in expreſle rearmes, or to 
fall into this hopelefle exigent of curſing, can it any waiesbe 
excuſed, or made tolerable in the ſight of God or courſe of 
ſanCtirie ? 

What then ſhall we ſay for /oband /eremy,or yet for Jonah 
the occaſtionof this whole diſpute ? 

Yea there is none ſo madde (I doe ſuppoſe) who willoffer 
the excuſe or purgation of /onab in this his made teaſty 
combare and quarrell againſt the Lord his Maker, yet inthis, 
will Icxempt /oxah from the everlaſting curſe , tn thar hee. 
fc] not into expreſletearmes of curſing. 

For the other two, O what iuſt , what holy men ! Job 1 
meane and the other good leremy, whether went ye downe ? 
downe vnto the ſides of the pit ? or how tell yeedowne ? 
downe into the bottome of the gulfe ? 

For I am aſtoniſhed with Jobs three friends,when I behold 
his miſery, and 1 cannot but iudge him, as one ſhut vÞ inthe 
pit, when I heare his words, 
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How commedlt thou out of the Fl O Tob? who ledde 


thee our of darkenefle into light o Jeremy? can a man live 


againe becing once dead? even fo are the fruits of your 
hopes , whoſe blaſted bleffomes doe againe flouriſh , and 
your broken branches doe againe ſhoote out, 

O, the pit(I now well perceive , had not wholly ſhut her 
mouth vpon you, nor was the life of your hopes vtterly 
loſt, I maſt in this recall my ſelfe) for his (as the fire doeth 
refilt the water,thc water the fire, as the divell is an enemic 
to our ſalvation, and heaven is oppoſite to hell) ſo they 
whom the God of heaven doeth caſt out as his adverſa- 
ries, and they themſelves dos (oiudge of themſelves to 
be perpetually reieaed and abhorred of their Maker, the 
eſtate of theſe men will you know ? or their condition, what 
its? 

They are no longer men, but have put on n the ſhapes of 
divels ; for the image is quite changed from puritie and h0- 
linefle which was in the creation , thus hath God loſt them, 
and they have loſt their part in God, God is now contrary 
tothem, and they to Godz as heate isto cold , as light is 
to darkeneſle, life to death, fire to water. 

Thus God hates them , thus they hate God, thus God 
fights againſt them, they fight againſt God, Michael and 
his Saints and Angels, againſt the Dtvell his members and 
angels; and the enmitic it 1s immortalland never to be re- 
concited. 

They began firſt to perſecute God in his members, God 
in his turne powres the viall of his wrath vpon their heads, 
and they blaſpheme. 

God plagues them, they curſe God, and curfing are 
plagued, and plagued doecurſe coatinualy; this is the ſtate 
of the damned 1n hell, and this is all their fpjght againſt 
heaven, 

Theſe are funke downe irrecoverably into the pit, the pit 
of fire and brimſtone hath ſhut her mouth vpon them , they 
are cloſed vp inthe pit for ever andever. 

But who will affirme, whodare to avouch , that thus it 
was with Job, or his companyon leremy, or that tO any _ 
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meaſures it hath happened or can thus happen ? 
No, For they never are at dire& enmirie with God, how- 


- 
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- beit they may be brought to this point, through the {force of 


continued grievances, to be confounded at Gods wdge- 
ments, toſtaggerin their mind:s, and ro mcline to this ſug- 
geſtion, that it had beene berret for tliem (whatever God 
may worke out of it, for his vnſcarchable ends) yer for 
them and their patts, it had beene better not to have beene 
borne at all, then tobe ordainedto ſuch preſent wretched- 
neſt; tnerevpon have they beene mooved tocarſe not God, 
but their day, the night, the light and Starres (as before you 
have heard) any thing ſave only God , whoſe counſels they 
admire, though his iudgements proove diſtalifull, | 

The matcer will proove yet more cleere, if wee conſider 
andcompare, bur” a little the contrary diſpoſition of ſach, 
whom God hath-given over to this fearecfull ſinne. 

Firſt, Theſe doe reſiſt that light which for the preſcnt 
doth convince their judgements; itfareth with the 1udge- 
ments of the Saints for the time, as with troubled waters, 
neither pleaſant ro drinke, norapt to renderthe true forme 
or proportion ofany obie&therevnto preſented, their ima- 
ginations are diſtempered , and their mindes like the Sunne 
witha cloude of errour overcaſt. 

Secondly, the outrage is diſcharged direRly in the face of 
God,they diſgorge blaſphemies againſt heaven, as {ulian the 
Apoſtate threw his blood into the ayre againſt Chriſt;or the 


Thracians , whoſhot theirarrowes vp to heaven in thunder: 


and lightning , but the Saints divert the bent of their fury 
another way. 

Againe, thoſe doe it out of a deſpight and malice to the 
ſpirit of grace, 1n theſe it proceedeth from an impotency or 
infirmitie of their natures. 


- Laſtly, the Saints doe evermore end with fairerlight- 
nings, howſoever it may goe with them for the preſent, and 
they hang their harpes ypon the willow trees , they ſhallnot- 

ſhall rerurne to $10n , and their: 
mouth ſhall be filled with laughter, and their tongues = | 

praiſe, 


alwaics live in Babylon, they 
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P raiſe, in.the meane time ſubie&:to manifold alterations, as 
I; the ſtate of all things in this world beſides. - 
Now it ſhineth, anone tis overcaſt and clouded , now tis 


; night, and now tis day, the ſeaſons of the yecre doe altcr , 


there 15 Summer and Winter, Spring time and Autumne, fo 
there is faire Weather, and foule Weather in the heart of a 
Chriſtian, 

For now 'tis health and then 'tis ſickneſle, now 'tis pro- 
ſperitie and then adverſitic, now he fings and then he fighes, 
praile the Lord, (ing vnto the Lord faith [eremy,, curſed be 
the day wherein I was borne , immediately after ſaith the 
ſame /eremy, lonab is exceeding glad for the gourd , forone 
night, and is very weary of his life, the next morning. 

Bur confider the vpright , and marke the cnd of the | 
1ukt mar ſaith David ; for ſure the end of ſucha man is peace 
at the laſt, 

Even as you may finde many complaints, and bitter cries 
mixed in the booke of P/almes, what is the concluſion , or 
how end the laſt P/almes of that booke ? their beginning 


commonly and ending is this, praiſe the Lord, praile yee the 


name of the Lord. | | 
But what's the end of ſinners. more ſpecially of ſuch f1n- 

ners? woundes and death, and blood-ſhed , knives and 

rackes and halters, {nares, fire and brimflone, ſtorme and 


tempeſt, horrours and terrours, death and damnation, 


For theſe are they that blaſpheme God, and really curſe 
his holy name, vpon theſe he powreth the vials of his wrath, 
and they gnaw their tongues, and blaſpheme and repent not. 

There is a word cleathed about with death faith Syrach , 
but it is not found in the habitations of [asob, there isa finne 
vnto death ſaith Saint Jobn,T ſay not that yee ſhould pray for 
it ſaith he, but this he ſaith, we know that every one that is 
borne of GodA4inneth nor, that ſinne., but he that 1s begot- 
ten of God , keepeth himſelfe pure , and that wicked one 
tcoucheth him not, albeit with fonaþ he may be angry, albcit 
in the ſtrength of; his malady y hee may .curſc life, and waſh 
dearh, yea never to fall into that ſinne of death. 

Thus have we performed a worke of love, to draw [onah 
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out of the ditch, and have preſerved all /onsfſes from the like 
danger of finking. - 

What remaineth but the concluſion only f and it ſhail be 
briefcly folded vpina few concluſions or generall vices , de. 
da ced from this which hath beene ſaid, 

x. And the Firſt (hall be a point of exhortation, andrhis 
tothe Saints of God, moleſted in this their mortall conditi- 
on with varietic of temptations, and of paſsions, that they 
may learn the way to peace, and when they finde by the 
pulſe of their aft:Ctions , a ſtrong inclination to Jonah's dif- 
eaſe, they may vſe theſe remediesto allay the fury, andſettic 
thetranquillitic of their owne ſoules, 

Firſt, lerthem conſider againſt whom they doe oppoſe in 
their anger , 1$ it not againſt the great and mightie God ? 
Fhe Thiſtle in Lebanon, ſent to the Cedar in Lebanon, ſay= 
ing, give thy daughter to my ſonne to wite, or take thou my 
daughter to thy (onne to wife , and there paſſed by a wilde 
beaſt that was in Lebanon, and trode downe the Thille : 
Thos ſaid 7oaſh King of Iſrael ro «Amaziah King of Iudah, 
when he ſent this meſſage, let vs looke one another in the 
face, and this 1s the leaſt of a thouſand that I can ſay , when 
we dare provoke the God of heavento hits face. 

Can we throw downe mountaines by our might, or dry 
vp the ſea at our rebuke ? Can the Toade (as the Fable hath 
1t) £quall che Elephant in bignefle , though ſhee ſwell, and 
fiyel), and ſwell againe, and burſt inſwelling ? 

O then letvs remember that arrowes ſhotte vp into the 
- ayre returne vpon the head of the ſhooters, and pierce 
downewards. FY 

Againe, conſider thine owne deſervings , for ſure thoa 
haft good cauſe tobe angry with God and why ? thou haſt 
from time to timeſo well deſerved at his hands. 

It is the mercy of the Lord thar we arc not ali confued 
faith Jeremy , andtruly wee are lefle then the leaſt of all his 
mercies, therefore the vſt is ſoveraigne which the ſame Prc- 
pher maketh , Lament. 3. Wherefore doeth a living man 
complaine, a man for the puniſhment of his finnes ? Let vs 


ſearch and try onr waies , and-turne againe to the Lord , 
| Let 
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Let vs lift yp our heart with our hands , ynto God in the 
heavens, &c. | 

Thirdly, (to paſſe from this) iadge not of Gods favour to 
thee, or his righteous proceedings in thy cauſe or perſon, 
from the ſenſe of thy preſent ſuffrings, but from the end and 
iflue which commonly God makes of his Saints afflictions : 
and therefore whereas now thou art vnder, and thy feete 
ſticke falt in myre and clay, pray vnto God with David, 
that he would advance thy head, and (et thee vpon the rocke 
which is higher then thou ; ſo ſhalt thou be able ro looke a- 
bout thee round, and with comfort behold the hilles, and 
dales, ſpacious forreſts and groves, thou ſhalt then (with 
corre&ion of thy paſſ:d folly) perceiveplainely the cauſes, 
the reaſons, the end, iſſue of Gods wile and gracious procee= 
ding with thee , and perceiving ſhalt praiſe and magnific his 
name for it. 

The Warre-ltke Souldier, while the heate of the batte!! 
laſteh, heares and (ces nothing but confuſed noiſe and gar- 
ments rolled 11 blood , the pranfing of ſtrong horſes , the 
ratling ſpeares, Bellonaes rage with the claſhing armes, and 
clanging trumpe, doth aſtonne hisſenſe for the preſent, and 
hee hath no leiſure ſo long, to thinke of the countrey of 
Peace, the Enfignes of Honour, the Garlandsof Vigory. 
Victorious when he doth returne from the ſpoyle of his enc- 
mies , then he rides 19- the Chariot of Triumph ; Trophees 
are created, he doth with 1oy recount his dangers palled , 
glory in his wounds received, when all rongu:s doe found 


his praiſes : Saul hath flaine his. thouſand, and David his 


ten thouland. | 

Even ſo when the Warre-fare appointed for vs, isaccom- 
pliſhed, we ſhall ſtand vpon Mount Sion, Vicorious,, be- 
holding the &gyprtians dead vpon the ſhoore, and ſhall fing 
the ſong of AZoſes, the Horſe and his ryder are throwne into 
the Sea z Principalitics, and Powers are vanquiſhed and ſub» 
dued, and we (hall raigne for eyermore. 
Vecond] y, My ſecondvſe ſhall be alſoof exhortation, but 
thisto the troublers of Sions peace , and Edoms children 
who-inſult vpon her defolations- 
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Ic is neceſfary (aith our Saviour , that offences come, but 
woe be to them who are the cauſers, and gricve the ſoules of 
Gods children, for they doe not-alwaics labour of their 
owne inward griefes , and private diſtreſſes of their owne 
ſoules from within , Elsah flyes from the face of lezabel, 


and growes weary of his lite , woe be to: /ezabel therefore, 


who is the cauſe of it. | 
Inthe meane time the Saints groane and cry out for the 


wrongs done vnto them, and grow impatient of ſpirit , be. 
cauſe the Lord doeth not worke the deliverance, ſhall we ſay 
(how ſoever their impaticncie 1s not to bee excuſed) that the 
world who hath procured their vnreſt, ſhalleſcape vnpuniſh» 
ed ? orthat the ſoules ſhall not be heard, who to this day 
cry from vnder the Altar, how long o Lord, holy and true, 
do«ſt thou not iudge and avenge our blood on them that 
dwell on the earth ? 

Remember the parable of the widow, and vniuſt Indge, 
avenge me of nine adverſary faith ſhee, avenge mee ofmine 
adverſary, and (till (hee cryeth , avenge mee of mine adver- 
ſary , he would not tor the tuſtneſle of her cauſe heare her, 
but her imporcuoity prevailed, 

What's the vſe our Saviour makes thereof ? the anſiyere 
ariſethby a gradation, ſhall not God much more Iudge and 
revenge, who 182 juſt Iadge, and in a moſt tuft and rightful] 
cauſe, and that in the behalfe of his children, his children 
which doe not onely call, but cry, andcry, day and night ? 
ſhall not God avenge his owne ele, ſaith he, whichcry day 
and night vnto him, though hee beare long with them ? 


As who would ſay, there 1s no ſenſe nor reaſonto the contra= 


ry, and therefore he ſaith plainly, Itell you, he will avenge 
them ſpeedily, Lak, 18. 

Thirdly, Inthe third place yz Let vs learne to bee adviſed 
of this one thing, how wee ſpend our 1udgements vpou any 
whom we yet ſee labouring vnder the croffe; leaſt prooving 
vncharitable in our cenſure , 1t proove to be our turne next 
rovndergoe the ſame tryalls, vnder which wee ſee ou 
ther with ſome bitterneſſe of ſpirit wraſtling for the preſent. 

Alas, If wc i1udge oncly from the outward behaviour and 
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externallef-&s, which for the preſentaffeR our ſenſes, /eneb 
then is aiready condemned by our doome , and how hardly 
muſt it goe with all-thoſe famous Worthies before named ? 

Rather, Ler vs enter into this account with our ſelves, and 
ſay, good God, if Jonah indued with a farre greater meaſure 
of holincſſechen poore I, did proove thus fretfull and im- 
patient vnder the hand of God, how lefle able ſhould I have 
beene to have borne but halfe the burden he ſuſtained ? ; 

It Elzah, Moſes, leremy, lob, had not the power to maſter 
their voruly paſsions, ſore then, if Ibe not conſctous to my 
ſclfe of the like weakeneſſe, I never came vnto the tryall, or 
how weakely ſhould I reſiſt in the day of evill ? 

Aman that lyesgroveling on the ground, aud (ends forth 
lamentable groanes , wee know not well the anguiſh of his 
ſpirit, yet this we know, that he is terribly indiſpoſed , yet 
for all this (though the ſight of all men,and in his owne thin- 
king too, he be as a man moſt deſperately forlorne and mi-- 
lerable) he may notwithſtanding by the helpe of ſome cun- 
ning Phyfitian and Chirurgion be recovered and ſet vpon 
his legs againe. 

This comes to paſſe more ordinarily in the diſcafes of the 
ſoule, thenin the diſtempersof the body. 

The more bitter bee the words of Jeremy, and the more 
extreamely we hearc /onah to take on , the more deepely let 
v$iudge of them, that they have drunke of the cuppe of af- 
fiction, the bitter cup of worme-wood and gall. 

And thisI finde God himfelfe to have taken notice of, and 
in a tender revard and compaſsionate feeling of her ſor- 
rowes, thus to comfort his poore diſtrefled Church by the 
Prophet /ſazeh, | 

Awake, awake, ſtand vp O Ieruſalem, which haſt drunke 
at the hand of the Lord, the cuppe of his fury , thou haſt 
drunke the dregs of the cup of trembling and wrung them 


Our. 
A man in drinke (we vſe toſay) is not himſelte,and there. 


fore I finde added intheſame place , and with it I conclude 

the point, 
Heare now this, thou afflifed and drunken but not with 

wine, 
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wine, thus ſaith the Lord, the Lord and thy God , that plea« 
dgeth the cauſe of his people, Behold , I have taken out of 


- thinz hand, the cup of trembling, even the dregges of the 


cuppe of my fury; thou ſhalt no more drinke it againe, but 
I will put it into the hand of them that affli&t thee , which 
have (aid to thy ſoule, bow downe that we may goe over,and 
thou halt laide thy body as the ground , and as the {treete to 
them that goe over, . | 

Fourthly, But now laſtly, let mee adde the conclufien of 
the whole matter , what's the concluſion of this whole dif- 
pute, contention or conteſtation betweene the Lord and 
ſonab ? ASong of praiſe, a Meditation of due thanktulneſſe, 
Bice the Lord o my (oule, andall that is within mee, blfle 
his holy name. | 

Bleſſe the Lord o my ſoule and forget not all his benefits, 
who forgiveth all thine iniquitics, who healeth all thy diſea- 
ſs, who redeemeth thy life from deſtrution , might 7oneb 
well ſay, andcrowneth thee with loving kindnefle and tendet 
mercics, [ct every one, who hath taſted the ſame cup with 
lonah, conſcfle. 

O /onah, how great was thy oftence ! how heavy Tonab 
wasthy anger ? wherefore came not thy ſaying to paſſe ? or 
why did not deach prevent thy wiſh, fince thou thoughteſt it 
no finne to be angry with God ? hadit not beene too light a 
recompence for thisthy rebellion , to have ſent thee haſtily 
quicke into the grave with thy {innesvpon thy head ? 

Behold, death even called for, docthnot appeare , the 
Lord is more mercifbll to /onah, then /onab to himſelfe ; man 
is angry with God, God is not angry with man, What ſhall 
we lay ? 

The caſe 1s not /onab's alone, O David, how troubled 
deeth the courſe of inany of thy Pſalmes runne ? why doeſt 
thou forget mee © God? why art thou abſent from the 
the words of my complaint o God ? Awake o Lord, ſtand 
vp and iudge my quarrel. 

Thus ſpeakes David, and much more, as amannot well 
pleaſed with his God , and as though the Lord were aſlecpe 
ot deatc, or blinde, or forgetfull, as if hee would not 


or 
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or could not regard the cauſe that was cquall, 

Yea but this ſame Daxid at other times hath recolleted 
himfelfe from this errour, and hath as plamly noted the rea- 
ſon ofthe Lords more gracious and louing dealing both with 
hinſelfe and all Gods childrenels., 

For hce knoweth whereof wee bee made faith hee in the 
Plalme before cited , he well vnderſtands our frame,he re- 
membreth that we are but duſt ,therfore like as a father pitti- 
eth his owne children, ſo the Lord pittieth them that feare 
him, and ſhall ſet our fines as farre as the Eaſt is from the 
; Welt. 

Therfore alſo ſayth another Prophet ſpeaking in the per- 
ſon of God, I will not contend for cuer neither will I be al- 
waics wroth : For the ſpirit (ſhould faile before me and the 
ſouls which I have made, 

For the iniquity of his covetouſnefle was I wroth and 
{mote him,I hid me and was wroth and he went on frowardly 
19 the way of his heart. 

I have ſcene his waies and will heale him, I will lead him 
alſo and reſtore comforts vnto him and to his mourners, 
If). 57: 

Here 1s the goodneſſ: of our God and the whole worke 
of our ſaluation z this is his glory which he will not impart 
ro others, nor to our merits or any deſert invs,(for wearea 
fcoward and moſt vntoward generation in our ſclues). 

And this is the whole benefit he expeRts at our hands the 
calves of our lippes, and herevnto he hath ordained vs in 
his beloved before the foundation of the world, that wee * 
ſhould render vnto him the ſacrifice of praiſe, a thankfull ac- 
knowledgtment from the ground of our hearts: Blefle ye the 
Lord, as before. 

For this cauſe is it that the Saints in olory (whoſe felicity 
in part is ſhadowed by thoſe foure and twenty elders. Rew. | 

) fall downe before him thar firs on the throne, and 5 
worſhip hin that liveth for ever and ever, and caſt their ,” 
crownes before rhe throne, (as acknowledging their ow dr 
vaworthyneſſe) bus thagthey fay.

- foolifh anger and begin to waxe exceeding angry, that ener 


I was mooued to anger againſt ſo good ſo mercitvll fo graci- 
ous a redeemer , who doeſt not onely paſſe by our offences 
when we haue moſt hainoufly prouoked thy ivſt diſpleaſure, 
but haſt alſo reſerved & laid vp in ſtore for vs moſt vndeſer- 
ning wretches , ſuch good things as paſſe mans imagination

What learning 
call you that which doth carry in hir boſome a ſenſe or fee- 
ling of hir knowen principles ? It hath the name of kyow- 
ledge experimentall, which cannot be attained by all the ſearch 
of meere ſtudy , and isto bee preferred before all humane 
learning acquired by the documents and precepts of men. 

Who can deſcribe the image of God the father, or pour- 
tray out the ſhape of the holy Ghoſt, or expreſle the glory 
of the blefled Trinity ? The meaneſt Chriſtian who hath 
God in his heart doth retaine a ſounder knowledge of his 
maker by thoſe hidden operations felt within, then the ſtou- 
teſt Philoſopher in the height and ſublimity of hisſoring ſpe- 
culation, or tholc better learned clearkes, who can diſpute 
ſubtilly aboue che Trinity, yet want power to pleaſe the 
holy Trinity. k 

O but that knowledge is full of danger my text ſpeaks of, 
and who would wiſh tobe poſlefſed with ſuch a feeling as /s- 
nah,was ? not I, not thon, nor any manzyet take heede,thou 
mateſt be over-raſh in judging. For why?anger doeth ſome- 
times and that ordinarily preſuppoſe love. O fearefull caſe, 
is /onah argry with God,ſaiſt thon?an other 1s of this minde, 
1s it poſsible in a fraile man , to conceive anger againſt the 
great God? whence ſprings this familiarity betweene heaven 
| and carth? ant quam nuper e cels deſcendsſts ſenah, how lately 
cameſt thou out of heaven O /onah? yea ſure, by the very 
nature of the ſpeech muſt be implyed a certaine intercourſe 
of favour and loving commerce bertweene the heavenly God 
and vs. Why els is any man angry with his fellow,but in 2 
| conceyt that he hath bin required evill for good,and the 
fruits of hate where hee looked for the effeRs of lour ? 

Why then,cuen hence in like manner arile thoſe manifold 
| heart-burnings and great diſturbances of the Saints quiet ; 
fince they have bin afſurcdof Gods love, but want all ſignes 
| thereof in their diſtreffes. Is this the part of a loving father 
| think his misbekceving children , to negleR their ſuites who 
| call day and night vnto him? what's become of his promiſes 
and thoſe mervailous workes our forefathers have told vs of

wherefore doth he not ariſe and helpe vs and that early 
O my God, l cry in the day time and thou heareſt not, and 


and in the night ſcaſon alſo my foule refuſeth comfort, Here 


our faith begins to ſtagger, for what ? hath God forgotten 
to be gracious, and will he be no more jntreated , and 1s his 
mercy cleane gone for evermore ? 

Then the fpirit is almoſt tyred with waiting, and the fl: (1 
growes monſtrous vnruly. God is not ſo good as his word, 
for he hath promiſed, if in trouble we call vpon him, he will 
helpe vs, bur he regards neither our calling , nor cryes, nor 
reares. O now the ſpirit waxeth hot , and the blood doth 
boyle within the veines : and thus our anger arifcth again? 
God, athing not impoſsible , as you ſee, nor yet allowable, 
to the Saints molt incident, ard to the beſt of Saints, more 
ordinarily then to the worlt of hypocrites, or any other ro 
the ſtate of grace not yet called. 

Indeede, for theſe, I doe not reade of many, or any ex- 
amplcsin this kinde, to have entred Conteſtation withthe 
Lord, as Jenah here hath done, nor is 1t the NVabals of rhe 


. world, but the Davids who mourne in their prayer, and ate 


vexed, For vpon what grounds can they challenge God of 
hispromiſe,and expoſtulate ? where hath God bound him- 
ſe}fe vnto theſe with an oath, that he will be their God , and 
of their ſeede for ever ? how oft have they called vpon him 
in faith, and wept vnts him 1n zeale ? what love to his ordi- 
nances, what truſt to his Word , what afſurance of his mer- 
cies, what conſolation in his promiſes, hath beene at any 
rime in their hearts refiding ? | 

I am not angry with the Sunne when it ſhinethto the An 
tipodes, nor with the Starres , becaule they runne round ; I 
am not avgry with the Windes at Sea, when my houſe by 
fire is burnt at home or laſtly, why ſhovld the MalefaRor, 
who cryes guiltie atthe Barre, be angry with the Indge,who 
gives ſentence according to the law vpon his offence ? 

Even ſo traly, the wicked fooliſh, who ſay in their heatts 
there is no God, and doe impute their good and bad hap to 
blinde chance or fortune , who are men of an other world, 


and ſtrangers to godlinefle:I ſee no reaſon their anger ſhould 
h | reach 


reach, whether their belecfe doth not. Yeatruly when they 
arc haled before Gods iudgement Scat , as Malefators ar- 
raigned, their gviltie conſcieaces proclaime woc inmediate- 
ly; but then beginstheir anger and deſperate rage , when tne 
ſcalding plagucs of Gads wrathdoc begin to torment their 
bodies, and the horrour of deadly darkenefle doth ceaſe 
vpon their ſoules tor their wilfull blindnefle and folly, and 
t 1cir rage 1s not only againſt God , but in-a remarkeable 
kinde of wuſtice , againſt their owne members, they gnawed 
their tongucs and blaſphemed, Rev. 16. 

But if their malice breake out againſt God or his Saints 
fooner (as oft it doth) it is then a fearefull preparation to 
theſe cternall woes mentioned , and hath more properly the 
name of malice then of anger. For what difference is there 
betweene the anger of Gods Saints, and ofhis enemies? eyen 
ſuch as I have ſhewed, as isthe anger betweene two friends, 
and two moſt contrary enemies. 

Theſe things(gentle Reader) I have more deepely ſearcht 
into by occaſion of my Text, notthat I preſume herein to 
commend vnto.thee any rare point of $kill : for that which 
may fall out to berare in the courſe of my ſtudics may have 
beene more ſoundly noted in the labours of other men, and 
perhaps is not new vnte thy iudgement; nor tothis end doe 
I it, to commend the feeling of this knowledge vntoany, not 
ſo farre experimented in this kinde of learning which wee 
 havefrom /onah ; butto this end rather , that wee may bee 
wile to put a difference, and be ſuſpended from raſh iudge- 
ment concerning the iateof divers Gods Bled , wraſtling 
here 12 this vale of miſcry, falling and riſing, foy led, and 
ſometimes foyling like prevailers, and that herein we ftudic 
erue thankſulneſle to the ſole-worker of our ſalvation , who 
preſerveth the ſoules of his Saints from going downe into 
the pitof deſperation, 

For my (el{e (Chriſtian Reader) I was angry with my 
God, and knewit not ; very angry butdid not well.confider 
ic. How manifold are thy tryalls? O how various and won- 
derfullare thou inthe exerciſing of vs thy fraile creatures ? 
Fjque quo Donne ,v/que quo,ſhal not my grietesand groanes, 
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my ——_ ſighings and often teares, and ſtrong cryes, be full 
eftcCtuall in thy fight,to manifeſt thy power within, to vtter 
thy praiſc abroad ? O thoſe kills of peace, where are they? 
why haſt thou cauſed rne to hope in thy word & haft not fur- 


niſhr me vnto the battel ? why was I called — ? but returne 


now vntothy reſt, O my ſoule , and hope yet confidently. I 
was angry and mourned in my prayer and was vexed : was 
it not in thy temple, O God,in thy temple that my ſonle was 
exceedingly caſt downe and troubled ? in thy temple there- 
fore will I praiſe thee, becauſe there thou ſpakeſt peace vn- 
to my troubled ſoule, and did'ſt allay the heat of allmy diſ- 


- contented paſsions, ſaying as ſometime thou didft vnto 


thy ſervant [onah , Doeft thou Well to be angry? Thus, even 
thus thou rebukedſt the windes and the waves ofall my in- 
ward commotions, and there followed immediately a great 
calme, praiſe the Lord O my ſoule and all that is within me 
praiſe his holy name. For it was not fleſh nor blood then 
which then was in the ſtrength of impatiency and ſtamped 
with the foot,it was not fleſh and blood that did revealegthat 
did put this good motion 1iato my breaſt , but my farher 
in heaven, therefore praife the Lord O wy foule. 

At thistime I was aſs:;gned to the Croffefe had not yet cho- 
ſenthe Text I meant to treat ot: the choife was foone made; 
For what more acceptablc {crv ice to ourGod, more pleaſing 


| tohisChurth,more cffeual for the preachers of his word to 


deale in,then to expreſfle their minds vpon thoſe Themes,the 
power whereof hauing firſt ſubdued cheir owne affeRions 
doth with greatcr force from them flow forth vnto others, 
and procure more ampleglory to his name, vnto whom 
the whole action and efficacy of the worke is in ſpeciall wiſe 
to be refcrred, 

Thus have I made my ſelfe a foole inglorying, but it is in 
my infirmityes, and if for this I be difdained of the Michals 
of the world, I will ſtudy to become yet viler in their eyes, 
that Gods power by my weaknes may be exalted.Is port this 
the end of all our beings ? and vught we not by all meancs 
whether by precept orexample or however labonr here vn- 
to? whether we be beſides our (clues ſaith $. Paw! tothe

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Corimhzans it 1s to God, or whether wee bee ſober it is for 
your cauſe and hee 1sno follower of Paul as hee followed 
Chrift in this, who will not thus indeavour to become all 
things to all men,that of all ſorts he may gaine ſome to God 
and he that reſpe&eth his owne credit private opinion and 
ſpeeches of others, before the winning of ſouls, he is aſhamed 
of the Goſpell of Chriſt;a ſhame of all others moſt ſhameful! 
and one molt ynworthy to be a miniſter of the new Teſta- 
ment. 

Thus Chriſtian and friendly Reader and one of the hou. 
hold of faith whoſe love I doe onely imbrace, have I not 
made my (elfe ſtrange vnto thee, and for this cauſe deſire the 
\ fruit of thy prayes io be alsiſtant vnto me that I may open 
my mouth with boldnefle in the cauſe of the Goſpel wher- 
vato I have traviled and am yet in paine. Ibelceved and 
cherefore did I ſpeake ſaith David, but I was force greived, I
